In an attempt to call attention to the desp 
-erate plight of health care workers,nurses 
at Bronx municipal hospitals in New York 
called a two-day ’sick-out’.The action was 
ended by a state supreme court judge who 
ordered the nurses to return to work.At 
the height of the protest there were over 
100 nurses at the two Bronx hospitals part¬ 
icipating in the action.Underneath the 
numbers lies the reality of what these 
nurses face everyday. 

For some nurses,the ’sick-out’ were the 
first few days they’d had off in weeks. 
Understaffing is so acute that many nurses 
go in on their time-off to help out.Lincoln 
Hospital currently has 90 unfilled vacancies 
the Bronx Municipal has about 75.Carmen 
Fascio.head emergency room nurse at Lincol 
states that:Nurses are on the frontline of 
this war,but it’s not us against them.It’s 
the nurses & many very sick patients 
against an entire bureaucracy.Nones winning 
S people just keep dying.’Carmen works on 
average 10 tolZ hours everyday. 

Lynda Levy,an emergency peadiatric nurse 
at Bronx,faces 200 children seeking admitt¬ 
ance everyday, & staff of one or two nurses 
at the most.’lt’s horrifying,you have to 
make a strategy to divide your time betwee 
the infant with pneumonia,a screaming baby 
in a wet nappy,& trying to find a compass¬ 
ionate way to tell another set of parents 
that their child has just died.' 

For both Carmen & Lynda the choice to join 
the ’sick-out' was consumed with worry 
about their patients,but they hoped that 
the action would call attention to the pligh 
of nurses & patients in New York’s hospital

Following the series of actions taken by 

hospital workers earlier this year,a pay 
rise was given to nurses.However.this pay 
rise ISNOT for all nursing staff,it is only 
^ for those who are higher up the hospital 
careers ladder eg.staff nurses,& those who 
deal in specialised medical care.This pay 
rise means little to the trainee nurses who 
are doing full time work for just £^,000 
a year,let alone auxiliaries & state enrolled 
nurses. 

The government has got away with it though 
& is facing industrial action by upto 330000 
health service workers,who are waiting to 
see if Mr.John Moore,the social services 
secretary,will meet them following their 
rejection of a 5.A%offer.Hospital ancillaries 
-kitchen staff,porters,hospital assistants, 
get lower wages than Local Authority 
manual workers,& so most are on Incoms 
support.Ambulance drivers are on a similar 
level of payment.SO.if Moore declines to see 

them-then industrial action will be the only 
answer.

*ln April this yonr, I started work at Burtons in Princes Street. Five 
months later, Iri mid-September I found out that I was pregnant. A few 
days later I was rushed to hospital with a threatened miscarriage. Burtons 
were Immediately informed of the situation and took a very sympathetic 
view, and I was told everything would be alright. as long as I told them 
when I would be returning to work. I handed in sick notes from my doctor, 
and wrote a letter to the general manager explaining to him the full story. 
I spent the following six weeks fighting to save the life of my first baby. I 
returned to work on the 9th November to find I’d been given the sack. What 
made It more hurtful and humiliating was the fact that everyone In 
Burtons knew two weeks before I was told. I was given no reason for my 
dismissal. There had been no complaints about my work record. What's 
more, the date on which I was given the sack, Burtons were advertising 
for staff."

If you think you have been treated unfairly on similar grounds,then the defence committee 
would like to hear from you-all information is treated in confidence. 
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T en Bangladeshi fam¬ 
ilies, 66 people, spent 
their first night in a 
church hall last night, 
following the decision of Tower 
Hamlets cbuncil, east London, 
to evict them for having made 
themselves ’‘intentionally 
homeless”. 

Another 30 families will be 
evicted foom bed-and-breakfast 
hotels later this month on the 
grounds that they already have 
homes in Bangladesh. 

A’ Tower Hamlets spokes¬ 
person said the council denied 
all allegations of racism. Last 
year the borough spent £18 mil¬ 
lion housing more than 1,200 
families in bed-and-breakfast 
hotels. 

The cases of the 10 Banglade¬ 
shi families were reviewed 
after a Coiirt of Appeal recom¬ 
mendation and the council 
found that it was within the law 
to proceed with the evictions. 

The Tower Hamlets Home¬ 
less Families Campaign says 
the head of each household has 
worked and paid taxes in fte 
UK for 25 years. 

The case is cited of Mr Ma- 
shuk Miah who came to Britain 
in 1965 to work as a tailor. He 
received council 

accommodation. 

In 1986 he went to Bangla¬ 
desh to accompany his wife and 
five children back home to Brit¬ 
ain. On their return he was told 
they had made themselves in¬ 
tentionally homeless. 

Back in the Sylhet region of 
Bangladesh his mother, father, 
and four brothers have two 
rooms in which to accommo¬ 
date a family of 20. 

“All I want is a home for my 
family,” said Mr Miah. “There 
is no home and no work for 
them back in Bangladesh. My 
children don’t understand what 
is happening.”

Again the Government Housing Bill is up 
for discussion in the Commons.The Bill aims 
to open up the provision of rented housing 
to the market place by undermining the 
principles of rent regulation & security 
of tenure.lt will mean more private land¬ 
lords/ladies & obviously higher rents. 

Not only will there be an increase in 
people evicted for nonpayment of rent,but 
also,the selling of council homes,will decr¬ 
ease the local authority's ability to provide 
suitable housing for people with physical 
or mental handicapps.Such people are barred 
from buying specially converted coucil 
homes,8. cannot afford private rented 
accommodation or mortgages. 

A new report by Jenny Morris on home¬ 
lessness,has found that homelessness has 
risen far faster among disabled people than 
the general population.For most public 
rented accommodation is the only solution,& 
what with diminishing council housing since 
1979 anyway,the Housing Bill is BAD NEWS.
